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MERRIMACK COUNTY DELEGATION 
Records of 1954 


Boscawen, N. H., February 24, 1954 


The Executive Committee of the Merrimack County 
Delegation met at the County Home with the following 
members present: Dr. G. Carroll Cilley, E. Harold 
Young, John E. Bunten, Victoria E. Mahoney, Reuben 
S. Moore, Charles E. Douphinette and Eleanora C. 
Nutter. 

Also present were the three Commissioners: Messrs. 
Perkins, Colby and Morgan; County Treasurer Donald 
Rainie and Superintendent and Mrs. Albert MacDuffie. 
Mr. William H. Brown attended as the guest of Dr. 
Cilley. 

An opportunity was given for inspection of the build- 
ing which is much improved in appearance with newly 
painted rooms and fresh curtains. Lunch was served 
following the tour of inspection. 

‘The Chairman, Dr. Cilley, called the afternoon meet- 
ing to order and asked for reports from the Commis- 
sioners. Mr. Perkins spoke of conditions at the jail. 
The present keeper, Mr. Fred Clough, who has had 
long experience, is now on 24 hour duty and should 
have additional help. “Iwo or three men and possibly 
a fourth may be needed for shorter shifts, as 8 hour duty 
and relief. Ihe Chairman said that this was a matter 
for the Commissioners to settle themselves. Praise was 
given Mr. Clough for his long, faithful service. 

Mr. MacDuffie reported on the findings of the state 
sanitary inspection. Conditions were found to be 
mostly good. Some changes were recommended for the 
jail. The three-sink method is one desired improve- 
ment. 
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The Commissioners replied to Mr. Bunten’s inquiry 
that their printed report is up-to-date. 

Mr. Young moved that the County Chairman be 
asked to call the County Delegation together to con- 
sider disposal of surplus funds. ‘This motion was 
seconded. In the ensuing vote the motion was lost. 

Mr. Perkins reported that earnings have been in- 
creased. ‘The State Welfare Board has co-operated by 
placing old-age patients in the Home, which adds to 
the income. 

One good economy measure has been the canning of 
corn at the factory. ‘This yielded 490 large cans of 
corn, which is a year’s supply for the Home, plus the 
sum of $354.00. ‘There was also ensilage for the silo. 
The farm also raised 1,000 bushels of field corn. 

Commissioner Colby read reports which showed sav- 
ings during the year in County Home improvements, 
also in work done at the Court House for less than esti- 
mate. 

It was moved by Mr. Young and seconded by Mrs. 
Mahoney that a vote of confidence be extended to the 
Commissioners, the Superintendent and Matron, with 
thanks for the excellent dinner served. ‘The motion was 
carried. 

The meeting was adjourned.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In compliance with the Revised Laws of New Hamp- 
shire, 1942, the Commissioners of Merrimack County 
herewith present the annual report of the Commis- 
sioners, Treasurer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk of Superior 
Court, Auditors, Superintendent of County Farm and 
House of Correction, Farm Physician, Chaplain, and 
County Extension Service for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1954. 


CouNTY HOME AND FARM 


For an operational detailed report your attention 1s 
invited to the report of Superintendent and Matron 
which is a part hereof and in which report the Com- 
missioners concur with the statements and recommen- 
dations of Mr. and Mrs. MacDufhe as contained therein, 

Again we wholeheartedly appreciate the efforts of the 
Federated Business and Professional Women’s Club, the 
Kiwanis Club of Concord and others who participated 
for the most excellent Yuletide party. 

The population of the County Home and Hospital 
has increased substantially over that of recent years, fre- 
quently reaching a total of approximately 170 persons 
including the House of Correction and Jail. 

Receipts at the County Home, Hospital, and Farm 
during the past year have increased, particularly in the 
Home and Hospital by the placement of additional in- 
mates under APTD (Aid to Permanently and Totally 
Disabled), OAA (Old Age Assistance), ANB (Aid to 
Needy Blind), and OAA-Alien (Old Age Assistance— 
Alien) programs. ‘This policy is possible by reason of 
changes in the State and Federal requirements govern- 
ing eligibility of persons at County institutions. How- 
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ever, the possibility of further transfers to any of these 
programs currently appears unlikely due to rules of 
eligibility. As a result of this policy a substantial re- 
duction was effected in the County costs. “The increased 
population however, resulted in an increased expense 
for maintenance by way of foods and other supplies. 
The net result of this program however is a substantial 
saving to the County taxpayers. 

During the past year property maintenance through- 
out the institution was continued such as painting, re- 
pair of flooring, renewal of piping, as well as the in- 
stallation of emergency flood lighting required by State 
law. 


WELFARE AND RELIEF 


The Boarded Children program averaged 148 
children per month. As in the past this program car- 
ried a minimum individual expenditure of $35.00 per 
month with some special cases taking higher rates up 
to a maximum of $60.00 per month. ‘The Boarded 
Children program including medical resulted in an ex- 
penditure of $70,373.60 exceeding the budget figure by 
$5,373.60. 


WELFARE WorkK PROGRAM 


During 1954, the work program increased in man 
hours over the fiscal 1953 program, 81 days were devoted 
to labor at the Court House and 79 days at the County 
Home to a total of 160 days. As past experience has 
demonstrated this program had its effect on the re- 
cipients by causing them to make a greater effort to 
obtain private employment resultant in_ self-mainte- 
nance. 


BUDGET 


The budget for the fiscal year 1954, was adopted with 
the expectation of increased revenues from APTD, 
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OAA, ANB, and OAA-Alien residents and as previously 
mentioned our maximum transfers to these classifica- 
tions are nearly effected. 

A few budget items were exceeded. One of these be- 
ing that of “Medical Referee’ by the sum of $125.43. 
It should be noted, however, that the Commissioners 
have no control over these items as accidental or sud- 
den deaths in accordance with statutory direction re- 
quire investigation and report. 

“Registry of Deeds” item exceeded the budget in the 
sum of $75.74. This is largely attributable to increased 
cost of paper and other supplies. 


“Counsel and Master Fees’ exceeded by $1,072.02. 
This excess, however, was offset by the saving in the 
“Jury Payrolls” which carried an unexpended balance 
of $1,070.75. These two items, therefore, approxi- 
mately balance. 


“Board and Care of Children” exceeded the budget 
item by $5,373.60. As previously cited under the head- 
ing “Welfare and Relief” this overage resulted because 
of the increased number of boarded children with the 
increase in medical and clothing demands incident 
thereto. 


‘Soldiers’ Aid’’ exceeded the budget item by 
$2,731.69. ‘The number of such persons applying under 
this classification could not be reasonably anticipated 
when the budget was submitted. 


“Outlay and Construction, Court House,’ exceeded 
the budget item by $28.11. This was due to emergency 
repairs in the heating plant and emergency work in the 
electrical system. 


In conclusion the Commissioners submit that the 
County again operated within the budgetary appropria- 
tion with a surplus of $26,687.47. However, there is 
need for a continued maintenance and replacement 
program at both the Court House and County Home 
and Farm, 
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At the Court House there is real necessity for addi- 
tional space as well as new and improved equipment for 
the use of the Registry of Deeds Department. In addi- 
tion, major repairs to the Court House main _ floor 
should be effected. “Chis recommendation will be sub- 
mitted to the 1955 Delegation for their consideration. 
Every effort has been made to keep expenses at a mint- 
mum having in mind the necessity for keeping all of 
the County properties in proper condition and repair.
